A MOST DISCUSSED SUBJECT 


Without any doubt at all, the opening gambit 
for Wilmington's taxpayers, engaged in conver- 
sation during the past week has been "And how 
much did they raise your place?" 

We have never seen anything so much discussed, 
not even the Town Manager Plan, in this town. 

It would seem, from the sidewalk conversation 
that there are more peagple who had their assess 
ments raised, than otherwise. This may be so, 
it is difficult to say, the only people who can 
answer being the Assessors, and they say con- 
trawise. Of course, the shoe that is tighest 
pinches the most, and the man who was raised 
the most in his assessment may be expected to 
holler the most. 

The Town Hall has seen a steady stream of peo- 
ple visiting to check on their assessments. 
Some have departed happily, and some have not. 
Again no one can judge the net result. We are 
told that the most straightforward conversation 
came from the mouth of Phil Park, of Ballard-, 
vale Street. Mr Park was never a man to mince 
his words. 

The hottest session was not, however, in the 
Town Hall. It was down in the Taxpayers Associ- 
ation meeting, on July 18th. 

In order to understand the situation the read- 
er should be told of the Taxpayers Association 
background. They number about 80 to 100 mem- 
bers, and are a natural nucleus for people who 
feel that they have a greivance with the pres— 
ent set-up in Wilmingtm. There are some very 
fine people in the organization and it is, as 
they proclaim, non-partisan, but towards the 
Town Manager plan they exhibit the contrary at- 
titude as does for instance the Baldwin Club, 
which proclaims it is the father of Wilming- 
ton's Town Manager Plan. 

The Baldwin Club didn't have a meeting. If it 
did we suppose there would have been a few 
laudatory speeches about the new assessments. 
At least there would have been a few even if 
there had been some discussion against it. 

The Taxpayers Association did meet, and as 
may be expected, most of the talk was against 
the new assessments. The session was long and 
furious, according to all accounts. 

Mrs Wavie Drew, Chairman of the Board of Se- 
lectmen was the only Town Official who was pre- 
sent, and according to all accounts she bore 
the brunt of the attack. One of the officials 
«f the organization said afterwards that he had

Are there more increases than decreases? We 
don't know - we have only the word of the Prin- 
cipal Assessor, who says that the net total is 
the same. We do know people who have had de- 
creases, and the results which were printed in 
this paper last week prove it. But, there are 
certainly a lot of people who feel that there 
have been too many increases. 


Viewed as an individual problem, the increases 
can seem terrible, but if one looks at the pic-— 
ture as a whole it will seem better. 

Suppose, just for arguments sake, 
body in Wilmington was assessed at 100% of 
their value. Suppose that the appraisal had 
been made, as this was, by an outside, disin- 
terested firm. No one would actually pay any 
more taxes under such circumstances, other than 
those voted at the Town Meeting, etc., as is 
now the case. 

So - if everyone had his appraisals at 100%, 
and the taxes voted were the same, everyone 
would be getting a substantial reduction in the 
dollar value of the tax rate - instead of being 
say $57 it would be perhaps $28.50. 

Of course there is a slight fallacy in that 
thought, in that low tax rates lead to reckless 
voting, sometimes in a town meeting, but we can 
overlook that, because it isn't really part of 
the example. 

The point is, that now that everyone has been 
appraised by one out of town firm, and that 
the firm will make adjustme'.ts where necessary, 
we can all be certain that we are on the same 
ooting, without favoritism. That is worth a 
lot.

DOUBLE A AND THE TM'S COMMITTEES 


Herbert Barrows, Chairman of the finance Com- 
mittee, and Wilmington's Senior Citizen was 
rather suprised to learn that Wilmington's 
Moody Rating had been advanced to AA. In fact 
he had a little difficulty in understanding it 
Wilmington owes s debt of $3 millions and has 
about 10 thous md inhabitants» That means a 
debt of $300 per capita, and Mr. Barrows does 
not exactly equate that with a fine financial 
picture. 

To understand just what it means is a long 


story. Moody's is a New York company which 
‘rates' the financial risk of various enter- 
prises, grading them from AAA (the very best) 
to (C not so good). One of the principal sery- 
ices is governmental studies - the states of 
the union, the counties of the states, and the 
municipalities and other subdivisions of the 
states. 

The results of their surveys are published 
twice each week. Maybe every other publication 
there will be an announcement of an increase

speak words they have never 
heard before. They are first. 
taught to read and write, hy 
associating words with pic- 
tures. The barrier is f mally 
broken down by means of a sys; 
tem devised in part by Mrs 
Gittzus -- the so-called vi- 
bration method. By placing 
their hand on the side of the 
instructor's face, the pupil 
can feel the vibrations of her 
teacher’s voice, and with en- 
couragement she is eventually 
taught to imitate these vi- 
brations, 


Teaching the children is made 
into a game, Mrs Gittzus says. 
Tey are very eager to learn, 
and she finds it particularly 
rewarding when they are first 
reaching out for words, and 
teginning to find tnem, 

The children usually enter 
the school] when they are five. 
The first four years are spent 
in learning the vocabulary of 
a six-year old. After twelve 
Years, they have bearned as 
much as a normal child does 
when he reaches the eighth 
grade. At this point, most of 
the pupils graduate, and go 
either to public, ‘trade, or 
commercial schools. 

Mrs Gittzus has one warning 
to make to ‘he public, apropos 
of the deaf and blind. Occar 
sionally one may see suppos- 
edly handicapped people on the 
streets, wearing buttons de- 
claring their handicap. Mrs 
Gittzus believes that at least 
some of these people are 
fakers. Others, in her opinion 
work for a large orgainzation 
in New York for a fixed sala- 
ry. At any rate, even if these 
people are genuinely handi- 
capped, they should not be. 
paid, for Massachusetts has a 
sufficient number of organi-
